Caesar in a historic crisis. 
In his latest 
utterance the Duce said : 
“ My policy has been to render Italy 
more efficient and more fear-inspiring in 
all its armed forces. I have provided Italy 
with a guarantee of security. 
“ When our frontiers become hereme- 
tically sealed, as is being done throughout 
the entire semicircle of our border (around 
the northern end), the Alps will have been 
made uncrossable not only in Winter, but 
in all seasons.” 
And against whom should Italy’s nor­ 
thern border be sealed ? Whom but Hitler 
and his Nazis? 
The implication is plain 
enough, and the sealing of the Brenner 
Pass, the funnel from southern Germany 
to Italy, is logical enough. 
Mussolini will turn southward, making 
himself safe in the Mediterranean, extend­ 
ing his territory perhaps in 
northern 
Africa and safeguarding his water route 
to Ethiopia. 
And in doing so, he seems 
to be snuggling up to Great Britain. They 
will operate the Mediterranean and its 
outlets together. 
It is probably the best 
thing for both of them.

takes a powerful ally from Hitler, it may 
be the best thing for Europe.

Flagstone walk on concrete 


A FLAGSTONE WALK, when 
it is laid on concrete as a perma­ 
nent foundation, has the stones 
embedded in cement, while the 
joints between the stones are also 
filled with cement. When thus laid 
there is no danger of the stones 
heaving from frost or boing dis­ 
placed. 
The pattern shown in this Gar- 
den-Graph is what is known as 
“regular”. 
It can be used for a 
flagstone walk laid on a concrete 
base or one laid on sand and hav­ 
ing turf joints.

“green head” drake and modest 
brown hen reared their broods. 
The frenzy for clearing the last 
square rod of wild land, for ditch­ 
ing. draining and cultivating, drove 
the mallard from much of its old 
resting territory and yet the m al­ 
lard remains the first known and 
most prolific species of our A m eri­ 
can 
waterfowl. 
Probably 
more 
mallard are hatched in this coun­ 
try than any other species of wild 
duck. 
The one wild duck th at quacks is 
the mallard, its voice being the 
same as that of the domestic v a ­ 
riety. 
In fact, wild mallard so 
readily mingle with barnyard stock 
and adapt themselves to domesti­ 
cation th a t it has been difficult to 
keep pure-bred wild stock for ex­ 
perimental purposes and re-stock­ 
ing experiments.

Now they're on the upgrade and 
just so long as we allow ourselves 
to kill less than we hatch and rear 
each year they m ay be expected 
to increase. 
The length of season 
and size of bag limit depends alto­ 
gether on how rapidly we restore 
the population to adequate n um ­ 
bers by intelligent m anagem ent.
